To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Rural  District  Council  of  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge 

I  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  my  fourteenth 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
District. 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions  : 

The  Rural  District  of  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  is,  in  area, 
the  third  largest  County  District  in  Hampshire.  It  lies  along  the 
south-west  border  of  the  County  and  is  separated  from  the  sea  by 
the  Boroughs  of  Christchurch  and  Bournemouth.  The  River  Avon 
traverses  it  from  north  to  south  running  through  a  fertile  valley,  to 
the  west  of  which  lie  barren  heaths  extending  into  Dorset  and  to 
the  east  the  further  heath  lands  of  the  New  Forest.  In  the  northern 
part  are  chalk  downs,  contiguous  with  those  of  Wiltshire. 

The  District  contains  sixteen  parishes  with  a  total  area  of 
!  some  140  sq.  miles.  The  population  is  rising  steadily  as  the  result  of 
i  immigration,  particularly  since  the  War.  The  increase  since  the 
I  District  was  formed  in  1932  is  nearly  40%  but  there  has  been  a 
33%  rise  since  the  end  of  the  War. 

The  main  industry  is  agriculture  with  particular  emphasis  on 
dairy  farming,  but  in  addition  there  is  a  major  aircraft  factory,  a 
large  foundry  engaged  in  the  production  of  motor  car  parts,  an 
increasing  amount  of  light  industry,  and  extensive  gravel  workings.

The 
number  of  cases  of  Measles  was  high  for  a  non-measles  year  but  they 
were  mostly  from  the  southern  part  of  the  District  and  in  all  prob¬ 
ability  associated  with  a  heavy  outbreak  in  Christchurch.

A  teacher  at  a  local  private  school  was  discovered  to  have 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  an  infectious  stage.  The  children  at  the 
school  were  skintested  and  25  reactors  discovered.  All  were  investi¬ 
gated  and  none  found  to  have  active  disease.  The  remainder  of  the 
staff  were  found  to  be  free  from  infection. 

FOOD  POISONING  : 

The  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  were  all  from  the  one 
outbreak  which  occurred  at  a  hospital  in  the  area.  Both  patients 
and  staff  were  affected.  This  was  another  outbreak  due  to 
“  reheated  meat  ”,  in  this  case  chicken.  A  batch  of  chickens  was 
cooked  on  a  Tuesday  in  June,  allowed  to  cool,  and  subsequently 
placed  in  refrigeration.  Two  days  later  they  were  cut  up  by  hand, 
and  placed  in  a  warm  cupboard  for  some  hours  before  being  served. 
It  is  probable  that  some  ninety  persons  were  affected  with  diarrhoea 
and  mild  abdominal  discomfort;  all  were  well  within  six  to  twelve 
hours. 


A  heat  resistant  strain  of  Clostridium  welchii  was  isolated 
from  a  number  of  patients. 

This  was  a  classical  example  of  an  outbreak  of  food  poison¬ 
ing  which  should  not  have  occurred  but  which  arose  through  the 
failure  of  the  human  element.  Standing  instructions.,  designed  to 
prevent  this  type  of  food  poisoning,  had  been  ignored  by  the  staff. 
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LIVER  FLUKE  INFECTION  : 

No  fresh  cases  of  liver  fluke  infection  are  known  to  have 
occurred  though  a  number  of  the  original  cases  are  still  showing 
evidence  of  continuing  infection  despite  all  efforts  to  cure  the 
disease. 

Following  the  wet  summer  some  apprehension  was  felt  about 
watercress  from  the  bed  which  came  originally  under  suspicion, 
particularly  since  cattle  were  again  being  grazed  in  its  proximity. 
The  tenants  were  interviewed  and  an  undertaking  not  to  sell  cress 
from  this  bed  was  obtained.  In  addition  growers  and  retailers  of 
watercress  were  warned  by  letter  of  the  dangers  of  cress  which 
could  be  contaminated  from  animal  sources. 

It  is  a  matter  of  considerable  interest  that  a  woman  died 
recently  from  liver  fluke  infection  in  a  nearby  area.  She  lived  on  a 
farm  and  it  was  found  that  she  had  been  in  the  habit  of  eating 
watercress  gathered  from  ditches  which  could  readily  have  been 
contaminated  by  cattle. 

The  only  watercress  which  is  safe  to  eat  is  that  grown  in 
water  of  drinking  quality  and  which  is  not  in  any  way  subject  to 
the  possibility  of  contamination  from  sheep  or  cattle. 

LUNG  CANCER : 

Twenty  three  deaths  occurred  from  Lung  Cancer.  This  is 
the  largest  total  ever  to  have  occurred  in  one  year  in  this  District; 
over  the  past  ten  years  the  average  number  of  deaths  per  year  has 
been  nine.  In  1960  Lung  Cancer  killed  22,000  people  in  Britain,  ten 
years  ago  only  12,000  people  died  in  a  year  from  this  cause.  Every 
year  the  total  rises  by  about  1,000.  We  are  now  reaping  the  reward 
of  years  of  heavy  cigarette  smoking  and  unless  this  is  checked  the 
deaths  will  continue  to  rise.  Lung  Cancer  now  causes  far  more 
deaths  than  any  other  cancer  and  it  is  virtually  a  self  inflicted 
disease.  The  difficulty  is  that  the  average  heavy  smoker  is  so 
addicted  to  the  habit  that  the  consequences  seem  remote  and  un¬ 
important,  yet  out  of  every  million  deaths  from  all  causes  481  are 
now  due  to  Lung  Cancer — nearly  one  death  in  every  2,000 — more 
than  all  the  deaths  due  to  road,  industrial,  and  home  accidents. 
Much  publicity  is  devoted  to  deaths  on  the  road  but  they  are  far 
fewer  than  those  due  to  Lung  Cancer  and  the  remedy  is  certainly 
not  so  evident. 

The  Young  in  particular  should  be  actively  discouraged  from 
acquiring  the  dangerous  smoking  habit. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 

1.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES: 

The  area  is  served  by  two  constituent  laboratories  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  The  one  at  Boscombe  is  under 
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the  direction  of  Dr.  G.  J.  G.  King,  and  that  at  Salisbury  under  Dr. 
P.  J.  Wormald.  In  each  case  the  Directors  are  available  as  con¬ 
sultants  in  field  work,  in  the  District.  The  following  list,  kindly  sup¬ 
plied  by  Dr.  King,  is  of  specimens  from  this  district  examined  at 
the  Boscombe  Laboratory.

2.  HOSPITALS 

Hospital  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital 

Board.

The  majority  of  patients  requiring  hospital  treatment  go  to 
Bournemouth  or  Salisbury. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  go  to  Alderney  Hospital,  Poole. 
Respiratory  paralysis  in  poliomyelitis  is  transferred  to  the  special 
unit  at  Portsmouth  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

3.  TUBERCULOSIS  : 

The  clinic  facilities  for  the  treatment,  prevention  and  after¬ 
care  of  this  infection  are  provided  jointly  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  the  County  Council.  Chest  Physicians  hold  joint  ap¬ 
pointments  and  specialist  health  visitors  are  provided  by  the 
County  Council.  The  clinics  for  this  area  are  unchanged.  Cases 
south  of  Fordingbridge  come  under  the  Chest  Physician  at  Christ¬ 
church,  Dr.  Stuart  Robertson,  and  those  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
area  under  Dr.  J.  S.  Harper,  Chest  Physician  at  Salisbury. 

A  voluntary  Care  and  After  Care  Committee  covers  the  area 
served  by  the  Christchurch  Clinic,  i.e.,  the  major  part  of  this  District 
together  with  the  Boroughs  of  Christchurch  and  Lymington  and  a 
small  part  of  New  Forest  Rural  District.  The  Committee,  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Lady  Manners,  is  widely  representative  and  much 
devoted  work  is  carried  out,  both  in  the  collection  of  funds  and  in 
personal  service  to  patients. 

4.  MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  : 

No  visit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  was  paid  to  the  Dis¬ 
trict  this  year  but  the  100  mm.  Odelca  Unit  has  continued  to  pay 
twice  monthly  visits  to  Ringwood  and  to  Fordingbridge  for  the 
convenience  of  family  doctors.

1.  AMBULANCE  SERVICES  : 

The  area  Ambulance  Service  is  run  from  a  main  station  at 
“  Hillcroft.”  New  Street,  Lymington.  There  are  sub-stations  at 
Ringwood,  Christchurch  and  New  Milton.  All  ambulances  are  under 
wireless  control.  In  order  to  ensure  the  effective  use  of  the  avail¬ 
able  vehicles  all  requests  for  service  have  to  be  made  to  the  main 
station — Tel.

5.  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES  : 

School  medical  inspections  are  carried  out  periodically  by 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors. 

Special  clinics  are  held  at  the  County  Council  Health  Centre, 
Christchurch,  and  at  the  County  Council  Dental  Clinic  in  Ringwood. 

6.  SMALLPOX  VACCINATION  : 

This  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  family  doctors  and  at 
Child  Welfare  Clinics.  The  records  are  maintained  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  Family  doctors  may,  and  normally  do,  charge  for 
certificates  of  vaccination. 

223  primary  vaccinations  and  83  re-vaccinations  were  reported. 
49  3%  of  babies  under  twelve  months  were  vaccinated  which  is  a 
slight  improvement  on  last  year’s  record  low  figure.  It  is  however 
the  fourth  lowest  percentage  among  County  Districts  in  Hampshire 
and  compares  unfavourably  with  the  general  County  average  of 
61.5%. 

7.  IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA  AND 
WHOOPING  COUGH  : 

This  scheme  is  administered  locally  and  the  records  main¬ 
tained  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  Treatment  is  carried  out  by  family  doctors  and,  at 
Child  Welfare  Centres  and  schools,  by  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officers. 

The  fall  in  the  number  of  immunisations  which  occurred  in 
1959,  possibly  as  the  result  of  the  pressure  of  poliomyelitis  vac¬ 
cination,  has  been  compensated  for  by  a  considerable  rise  in  the 
number  immunised  in  1960.  In  fact  101  more  children  were  im¬ 
munised  for  the  first  time  than  in  the  previous  year  and  in  addition 
the  number  of  refresher  doses  administered  increased  by  100.

8.  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION  : 

This  scheme  is  administered  locally  and  the  records  main¬ 
tained  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  Treatment  is  largely  carried  out  by  family  doctors 
but  it  is  also  given  by  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  at  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  and  at  special  sessions.  Special  sessions  have  been 
held  at  Secondary  Schools  and  factories  and  an  open  evening  clinic 
has  been  held  monthly  in  Ringwood. 

In  February  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme  was  extended 
to  include  everyone  under  the  age  of  forty,  and  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  it  was  announced  that  from  1st  January,  1961,  vaccination 
would  be  available  to  everyone,  irrespective  of  age.  In  the  case  of 
those  over  40  it  would  be  available  only  from  family  doctors  and 
the  vaccine  would  be  obtained  through  the  pharmaceutical  service 
and  not  from  the  Local  Authority.

SCHOOLS : 

The  progressive  modernisation  of  our  schools  continues.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  only  five  schools  with  bucket 
sanitation  and  in  three  of  these  the  work  of  conversion  to  water¬ 
borne  systems  was  in  hand,  and  will  be  completed  in  1961.  In  the 
remaining  two  a  decision  about  the  possible  closure  of  the  school 
has  still  to  be  taken. 

WATER  SUPPLIES  : 

The  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of  the 
West  Hampshire  Water  Company  whose  principal  works  are  in  the 
Borough  of  Christchurch,  where  the  supply  is  taken  from  the  River 
Avon.  In  1957  the  Company  developed  an  additional  source  from 
deep  boreholes  in  the  chalk  at  Hale  Park  and  this  now  supplies 
most  of  this  District.  In  the  first  place  the  borehole  water  was  found 
to  have  a  corrosive  effect  on  zinc  and  copper  pipes  owing  to  the 
presence  of  dissolved  carbon  dioxide.  After  experiment  the  Company 


16 


evolved  an  aeration  plant  which  came  into  operation  early  in  1959 
and  which  is  efficiently  removing  the  carbon  dioxide,  rendering  the 
water  non-corrosive. 

A  fourth  borehole  which  had  been  sunk  was  found  to  be  pro¬ 
ducing  water  which  contained  an  excess  of  iron  in  solution.  The 
Company  has  been  carrying  out  experiments  with  a  view  to  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  iron  removal  plant.  The  experiments  are  now  complete  and 
the  plant  will  in  due  course  be  installed.  In  the  meantime  this 
source  is  not  in  use. 

In  the  Breamore  area  there  are  still  houses  not  connected  to 
the  available  public  supply. 

During  the  year  26  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  sources 
of  supply  other  than  the  mains;  17  of  these  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory.

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  has  a  reaction 
on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  is  free  from  metals.  The  water 
is  hard  in  character  but  its  hardness  and  its  content  of  mineral  and 
saline  constituents  in  solution  are  not  excessive.  It  conforms  to  the 
highest  standard  of  organic  quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  are  satisfactory  results  indicative  of  a  pure  and  whole¬ 
some  water  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  : 

The  Ringwood  Sewage  Works  are  unchanged.  There  still 
remain  the  most  acute  difficulties  in  the  disposal  by  land  irrigation 
of  the  settled  effluent,  but  any  difficulties  which  have  occurred  in 
Ringwood  in  the  past  paled  into  insignificance  compared  with  the 
troubles  experienced  towards  the  end  of  the  year  as  the  result 
of  the  unprecedented  rainfall.  The  Bickerley  pumps  proved  incap¬ 
able  of  dealing  with  the  quantity  of  sewage  reaching  this  point  and 
emergency  pumping  was  necessary  over  a  lengthy  period.  At  the 
same  time  the  excessive  and  prolonged  rainfall  produced  surface 
water  flooding  at  trouble  spots  throughout  the  whole  District. 

The  Council  approved  the  scheme  for  extending  the  sewered 
area  of  Ringwood  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £177,250  together  with 
the  scheme  for  extending  the  works  to  deal  with  an  ultimate  popu¬ 
lation  of  10,000  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £60,000. 

At  Fordingbridge  too  the  phenomenal  rainfall  caused  difficul¬ 
ties  at  the  disposal  works  and  pumping  stations. 

The  new  Christchurch  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  Stony  Lane 
commenced  operations  in  the  late  autumn.  To  these  works  will 
eventually  be  drained  the  Burton  and.  Winkton  area.  The  laying  of 
sewers  in  the  Whitehayes  Estate  was  commenced  ahead  of  the  main 
contract  in  order  to  facilitate  the  making  up  of  the  estate  road. 
The  sewering  of  the  remainder  of  the  area  will  commence  in  1961. 

Your  Consultants  are  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  further 
schemes  for  the  sewerage  of  Bransgore.  Burley  and  St.  Leonards. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ; 

Milk  production  in  the  area  is  supervised  by  officials  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Retail  Distribution  is 
supervised  by  officers  of  this  Council.  Pasteurisation  plants  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council  and  on  its  behalf  your  officers 
supervise  the  one  plant  which  exists  in  the  District.  Samples  are 
sent  regularly  to  the  Laboratory  to  check  the  efficiency  of  the  pas¬ 
teurisation.  The  plant  is  satisfactorily  operated. 
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The  following  details  of  milk  production  in  the  District  have 
been  kindly  supplied  by  the  Divisional  Executive  Officer  of  the  Min¬ 
istry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

SAMPLING  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  : 

The  County  Council  is  the  sampling  authority  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report  on  sampling  within  this  District  has  been  kindly  sup¬ 
plied  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Preston,  Chief  Sampling  Officer  : — 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March.  1961,  eighty  samples  were 
procured  within  the  area. 


Milk— 

Of  a  total  of  55  samples,  17  were  of  Channel  Islands  variety. 
Only  one  sample  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  as  follows  : — 

The  sample  was  procurred  from  a  retailer  and  proved  to  be 
adulterated  with  added  water  to  the  extent  of  9.0  per  cent.  Cor¬ 
responding  samples  taken  on  the  following  day  were  satisfactory. 
The  dairyman  was  prosecuted  in  respect  of  the  adulterated  sample 
and  was  fined  £10  Os.  0d.,  and  ordered  to  pay  costs  amounting  to 
£9  9s.  Od. 
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Miscellaneous  Samples — 

Twenty-five  samples  other  than  milk  were  taken,  two  of  these 
being  unsatisfactory. 

The  first  was  an  informal  sample  of  Milk  Chocolate  with 
liquid  rum  filling.  The  rum  present  in  the  sample  amounted  to  only 
0.8  per  cent,  however,  an  amount  which  was  considered  insufficient  to 
justify  the  description  applied  to  the  product.  It  appeared  that  this 
commodity  was  imported  in  small  supplies  and  an  effort  to  secure 
an  official  sample  was  unsuccessful  as  it  had  disappeared  from  the 
market. 

The  second  unsatisfactory  sample  was  of  Nerve  Tonic  in 
which  the  vitamins  were  not  correctly  declared.  The  chemist  con¬ 
cerned  has  been  informed  and  he  has  agreed  to  rectify  this  error  in 
future  labelling  of  the  tonic. 

General — 

Attention  was  again  given  to  the  descriptions  and  labelling  of 
food  and  drugs  in  order  to  ensure  that  these  complied  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act. 


FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES  : 

With  the  advent  of  an  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  it 
has  been  possible  this  year  to  make  better  progress  with  the  sys¬ 
tematic  survey  of  food  premises.  51  such  premises  were  dealt  with 
and,  while  it  was  not  necessary  to  institute  any  prosecutions  under 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  28  informal  notices  were  served 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSE  : 

The  Ringwood  slaughter  house  ceased  to  be  used  after  the 
25th  July.  It  was  considered  impossible  at  reasonable  expense  to 
make  the  old  worn-out  buildings  comply  with  the  new  Slaughter 
House  Regulations.  Adequate  slaughtering  accommodation  is  avail¬ 
able  at  the  new  slaughter  house  at  Uddens,  some  65  miles  from 
Ringwood. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  up  to  the  closure  was 
2,974  which  is  closely  comparable  with  the  rate  of  slaughter  in  the 
previous  year.  Once  again  pigs  were  the  major  item. 


MEAT  INSPECTION  : 

All  carcases  were  examined  by  your  Inspectors.  The  amount 
of  meat  condemned  in  the  seven  months  of  operation — 1  ton  11|  cwts. 
was  on  a  somewhat  similar  level  to  the  previous  year,  and  the 
amount  condemned  on  account  of  tuberculosis,  4|  cwt.,  >vas  also 
comparable.

HOUSING  : 

Council  house  building,  at  a  low  ebb  in  1959,  increased  sub¬ 
stantially.  As  a  result  it  was  possible  to  house  all  the  remaining  hut 
dwellers  with  the  exception  of  six  families  who  present  special  dif¬ 
ficulty.  Some  of  these  will  eventually  be  housed  in  the  Thorney  Hill 
area  whence  they  originally  came. 
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Private  construction  again  showed  a  notable  increase  by  25% 
over  last  year’s  record  figure.  The  vast  majority  of  these  new 
houses  are  occupied  by  newcomers  to  the  area. 

The  survey  of  unfit  houses  has  continued  and  20  such  houses 


were  dealt  with  during  the  year.

GYPSY  CAMPS  : 


There  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  camps  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  except  that  there  is  an  increasing  tendency  for  some  camp 
dwellers  to  abandon  their  former  shacks  for  conventional  caravans. 
From  the  health  aspect  this  must  be  regarded  as  a  favourable  trend. 

PROBLEM  FAMILIES  MEETINGS  : 

Three  further  meetings  of  official  and  voluntary  workers  con¬ 
cerned  with  difficult  families  were  held  under  my  Chairmanship. 
The  progressive  improvement  previously  recorded  in  many  of  the 
families  has  been  maintained,  and  a  number  have  been  successfully 
housed  who  at  one  time  would  have  been  considerd  quite  unworthy. 
Close  supervision  has  been  maintained  on  a  minority,  but  where 
possible  visits  have  been  reduced  to  a  minimum  consistent  with 
keeping  contact.  A  number  have  been  removed  entirely  from  the 
supervision  list. 

The  meetings  continue  to  serve  an  useful  purpose  in  the  ex¬ 
change  of  information  and  co-ordination  of  effort. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  :  SECTION  47  : 

Three  old  people  were  considered  for  action  during  the  year 
and  in  each  case  the  conditions  were  such  that  an  order  for  their 
removal  could  have  been  obtained.  It  proved  possible  however  to 
deal  with  them  all  informally,  either  by  persuasion  or  with  the 
assistance  of  friends,  relatives  or  other  agencies. 

HURN  AIRPORT  : 

The  use  of  the  airport  continues  to  expand  progressively  and 
with  the  closure  of  Southampton  Airport  many  further  services 
have  been  transferred.  It  is  now  possible  to  fly  to  many  parts  of  the 
British  Isles  and  the  Continent  from  Hurn.  The  car  ferry  service 
to  France  is  heavily  booked. 

In  addition  the  airport  continues  to  be  used  for  flight  testing, 
flying  training  and  ground  control  instruction.  It  remains  available 
for  diversions. 

Dr.  G.  W.  Pope  who  has  acted  as  an  emergency  port  medical 
officer  for  two  years  was  unable  to  continue  and  was  replaced  by 
Dr.  Cauchi,  lately  retired  from  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Dr.  T.  J. 
Barnett  and  myself  are  also  available. 
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Though  again  there  were  a  considerable  number  of  diver-

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS  : 

The  only  public  swimming  bath  in  the  District  is  the  open 
air  pool  in  Ringwood  which  is  run  by  the  Ringwood  Parish  Council 
and  which  was  fully  described  in  last  year’s  report.  The  source  of 
supply  is  from  the  mains.  The  water  is  continuously  circulated,  fil¬ 
tered  ,and  chlorinated,  with  a  complete  turnover  every  twelve  hours. 
A  residual  chlorine  of  0.8  parts  per  million  is  the  aim,  checked  twice 
daily  by  colorimeter. 

Six  samples  of  the  bath  water  were  examined  at  the  Labor¬ 
atory  and  on  each  occasion  coliform  bacilli  were  absent. 


GENERAL  REMARKS  : 

The  health  of  the  District  was  satisfactory  throughout  the 

year. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  was  low. 

The  estimated  population  rose  by  160  to  25,690.  Deaths  ex¬ 
ceeded  births  by  22, 

The  birth  rate  rose  but  is  still  well  below  the  national  figure. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  rose  slightly  over  last  year’s  record 
low  figure.  It  is  still  at  a  remarkably  low  level. 

The  death  rate  again  increased  but  the  adjusted  rate  was 
below  the  national  figure.  The  adjusted  rate  makes  allowance  for 
the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  and  for  the  presence 
of  certain  chronic  hospitals  and  residential  institutions  in  the  area. 

The  slum  clearance  programme  continues  to  make  steady  pro¬ 
gress  and  all  huts  were  cleared  with  the  exception  of  six  families 
for  whom  special  provision  is  to  be  made. 

The  phenomenal  rainfall  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year 
produced  acute  problems  in  drainage  and  sewerage. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  again  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration,  my  col¬ 
leagues  in  other  departments  for  their  advice  and  assistance,  and 
in  particular  Mr.  Upstone  and  his  Staff  for  their  pleasant  co¬ 
operation.

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HOUSING 

SLUM  CLEARANCE : 

The  first  five  years’  programme  of  the  Slum  Clearance  Cam¬ 
paign  was  completed  at  the  31st  March  and  during  this  period  one 
hundred  and  fifty  unfit  dwellings  were  dealt  with  as  follows  : —

The  Council  submitted  to  the  Minister  proposals  for  dealing 
with  the  remaining  unfit  dwellings,  estimated  to  be  one  hundred 
and  fifty,  during  the  next  five  years. 

The  survey  of  the  Parish  of  Ringwood  was  completed  in 
1960,  the  total  number  of  unfit  dwellings  dealt  with  being  seventy- 
five.  Thirty-five  families  were  re-housed  on  the  Poplar  Way  Estate — 
eight  were  re-housed  by  the  Council  elsewhere  and  twelve  found 
alternative  accommodation. 

Surveys  of  unfit  houses  continued  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Leon¬ 
ards  and  St.  Ives,  Hale  and  Woodgreen. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  two  houses  was 
inspected  and  reports  made  to  the  Housing  Committee  in  respect  of 
twenty  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  of  being 
made  fit  at  reasonable  expense.

Act,  1957. 

RENT  ACT.  1957  : 

Four  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  dealt  with 
and  three  Certificates  were  issued.  In  two  instances  landlords  sub¬ 
mitted  undertakings  to  carry  out  repairs  and  two  applications  were 
received  for  cancellation  of  certificates;  one  was  granted  and  one 
refused. 

Twenty-eight  inspections  were  made  under  the  Act. 
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IMPROVEMENTS  AND  CONVERSIONS  : 

1960  saw  the  first  full  year’s  operation  of  Standard  Grants 
introduced  in  June,  1959;  these  are  available  up  to  a  maximum  of 
£155  towards  the  cost  of  installing  baths,  water  closets,  wash-hand 
basins,  hot  water  supplies  and  food  stores  in  dwellings  which  lack 
them. 

Improvement  or  Discretionary  Grants  up  to  a  maximum  of 
£400  are  available  for  modernisation  works,  the  range  and  cost  of 
which  fall  outside  the  limits  for  standard  grants  and  for  conver¬ 
sions. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-four  preliminary  enquiries  were 
received  during  the  year — seventy-nine  in  respect  of  Discretionary 
Grants  and  forty-five  in  respect  of  Standard  Grants. 

Twenty-six  formal  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants 
were  approved  for  twenty-nine  units  of  accommodation  including 
the  conversion  of  two  stable  buildings  into  dwellings  involving  a 
total  grant  of  £10,391.  Forty-seven  applications  for  Standard 
Grants  were  approved  involving  a  total  maximum  grant  of  £5,960.

At  the  31st  December,  1960,  the  total  Discretionary  Grants 
made  by  the  Council  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  amounted  to 
£50,787  allowing  for  grants  withdrawn  or  repaid,  and  the  total 
Standard  Grants  £10,648.

Five  hundred  and  seventy-one  inspections  were  made. 

It  was  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  under  Section  269 
of  the  Public  Health  Act.  1936  in  connection  with  the  unauthorised 
use  of  a  site  for  moveable  dwellings.  The  maximum  penalty  of  £5 
was  imposed. 
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The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960  came 
into  operation  on  the  29th  August  and  confers  on  local  authorities 
effective  powers  for  controlling  caravan  sites.  Five  hundred  and 
seventy-five  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  new  Act. 

The  Act  introduces  a  new  licensing  system  and  site  licences 
can  be  issued  only  if  planning  permission  is  given;  the  licence  will 
impose  conditions  to  secure  that  sites  are  properly  laid  out,  equipped 
and  maintained  and  for  this  purpose  the  Minister  has  issued  new 
Model  Standards  in  respect  of  Permanent  Residential  Caravan 
Sites  and  Holiday  Caravan  Sites. 

The  Act  imposes  penalties  for  failure  to  comply  with  licence 
conditions  and  enables  the  Council,  if  the  licence  holder  fails  to  carry 
out  works  required  by  the  licence,  to  do  so  themselves  and  charge 
the  cost  to  him. 

Local  authorities  are  empowered  to  buy  land  to  provide  sites 
for  caravans  for  holiday  use  or  use  as  permanent  residences  and  to 
manage  the  sites  or  lease  them. 

Penalties  for  failure  to  comply  with  licence  conditions  and  for 
using  land  as  a  caravan  site  without  a  site  licence  are  in  the  case 
of  a  first  offence  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds  and  in 
the  case  of  a  second  or  subsequent  offence,  a  fine  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds.  The  maximum  fine  under  previous 
legislation  (Public  Health  Act,  1936)  was  five  pounds.

A  number  of  complaints  were  received  during  the  winter  of 
flies  infesting  dwellings  in  very  large  numbers  and  this  was  found 
to  be  general  in  the  south  of  England.  Investigations  revealed  that 
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the  flies  were  the  overwintering  adults  of  a  species  of  swarming 
fly  (Musca  autumnalis). 

Two  statutory  notices  were  served  under  Section  39  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  and  one  under  Section  50.  Fourteen  Abatement 
Notices  were  served  under  Sections  92/93  and  a  Nuisance  Order 
under  Section  94  was  obtained  in  respect  of  a  pair  of  cottages  at 
Martin. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960  : 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  27th  November,  1960  and 
prorides  that  noise  or  vibration  amounting  to  a  nuisance  at  com¬ 
mon  law  shall  be  a  statutory  nuisance  and  may  be  dealt  with 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  use  of  loudspeakers  in 
streets  between  the  hours  of  9  p.m.  and  8  a.m.  is  prohibited  except 
in  certain  specified  circumstances.

The  Ministry  of  Food  continued  to  use  the  Ringwood 
Slaughter  House  as  a  Deadweight  Certification  Centre  with  the 
Council’s  Meat  Inspectors  acting  as  Certifying  Officers  until  the 
premises  closed.

(RAW  MILK)  REGULATIONS  1949  and  1950 

Nine  dealers’  licences  authorising  the  use  of  special  designa¬ 
tion  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Seventeen  supplementary  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of 
“  Tuberculin  Tested  ”,  “  Pasteurised  ”  and  “  Sterilised  ”  milk. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  (PASTEURISED 
AND  STERILISED  MILK)  REGULATIONS,  1949-1953  : 

The  Council  exercises  the  functions  of  the  County  Council  in 
connection  with  the  issue  of  licences  for  pasteurising  and  sterilising 
establishments  and  forty-eight  samples  of  milk  were  collected  for 
examination. 

There  is  one  pasteurising  establishment  in  the  district  licensed 
to  retail  Pasteurised  and  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Pasteurised). 

Nine  dealers’  licences  authorising  the  use  of  the  special  desig¬ 
nation  “  Pasteurised  ”  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Two  dealers’  licences  were  issued  authorising  the  use  of  the 
special  designation  “  Sterilised  ”. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS,  1960  : 

These  Regulations  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1961, 
and  transfer  to  the  County  Council  the  duty  of  issuing  to  dealers 
licences  to  use  the  special  designation  “  tuberculin  tested  ”  “  pas¬ 
teurised  ”  and  “  sterilised  ”.  The  Council  has  agreed  to  continue  the 
issue  of  such  licences  as  agents  of  the  County  Council.

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RINGWOOD  SEWERAGE  : 

Effluent  disposal  by  land  irrigation  at  the  disposal  works 
continues  to  be  difficult. 

Two  lengths  of  new  sewer  constructed  by  private  developers 
(Highfield  Drive  and  Fieldway)  were  taken  over  as  public  sewers. 

Following  the  prolonged  rainfall  and  resultant  flooding  in  the 
autumn,  infiltration  into  the  sewers  at  Ringwood  reached  an  alarming 
stage  and  created  a  very  serious  problem.  The  pumps  at  Bickerley 
and  Moortown  Pumping  Stations  operated  continuously  throughout 
October,  November  and  December  without  making  any  headway. 
Emergency  measures  were  necessary  involving  the  use  of  a  60,000 
g  p.h.  diesel  pump  which  enabled  diluted  sewage  to  be  taken  into  the 
old  settling  tanks  and  enabled  sewage  proper  to  be  drained  into  the 
pump  well  and  lifted  by  Pulsometer  pumps  into  the  rising  main.  The 
daily  flow  dealt  with  in  this  way  was  estimated  to  be  850,000 
gallons  compared  with  the  estimated  daily  dry  weather  flow  of 
199.000  gallons.  During  the  year  eighty-four  premises  were  con¬ 
nected  to  the  sewers  making  a  total  at  31st  December,  1960  of  one 
thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-nine  including  four  hundred  and 
sixty-six  Council  houses. 

FORDINGBRIDGE  SEWERAGE  : 

The  sewers  at  Fordingbridge  were  similarly  flooded  and  the 
pumps  and  ejectors  operated  continuously  in  dealing  with  daily 
flows  of  nearly  600,000  gallons  compared  with  the  daily  dry  weather 
flow  of  72,000  gallons.  At  one  time  the  Horseport  section  was  com¬ 
pletely  surcharged  and  the  ejector  was  unable  to  cope  with  the 
flow,  the  sewage  standing  at  river  level  in  sewers  twelve  feet  deep. 

During  the  year  eight  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewers 
making  a  total  at  31st  December,  1960,  of  five  hundred  and  seventy- 
three  including  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  Council  houses. 

One  length  of  new  sewer  constructed  by  a  private  developer 
(Brympton  Estate)  was  taken  over  as  a  public  sewer. 

IBSLEY  SEWERAGE  : 

The  sewage  disposal  works  were  effectively  maintained  up 
to  July,  1960  when  the  last  families  were  removed  from  Forestside 
Site. 

BURTON  AND  WINKTON : 

The  work  of  laying  sewers  and  laterals  in  Whitehayes  Estate 
was  commenced.  The  scheme  for  Burton  and  Winkton  utilising  the 
new  Christchurch  Sewage  Disposal  Works  will  be  commenced  in  1961. 

BURLEY,  BRANSGORE  AND  THORNEY  HILL  : 

The  Consulting  Engineers  are  preparing  schemes  for  sewer¬ 
ing  Burley,  Bransgore  and  Thorney  Hill. 

ST.  LEONARDS  AND  ST.  IVES  : 

The  Consulting  Engineers  have  been  instructed  to  prepare  a 
scheme  for  sewering  St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives  utilising  the  new 
sewage  disposal  works  to  be  constructed  by  the  Wimborne  and  Cran- 
borne  Rural  District  Council. 

SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE  : 

The  unprecedented  rainfalls  in  the  autumn  caused  serious 
flooding  of  highways  and  dwellings  in  various  parts  of  the  district 
and  an  Emergency  Committee  was  appointed  to  deal  with  urgent 
actions  to  alleviate  flooding. 
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The  Council  approved  a  scheme  for  alleviating  flooding  at 
Garden  Road,  Burley,  and  works  were  in  progress  at  the  end  of 
the  year;  a  Surface  Water  Drainage  Scheme  for  Bransgore  was  ap¬ 
proved  subject  to  the  County  Council  agreeing  to  contribute  approx¬ 
imately  50  per  cent  of  the  estimated  total  cost  of  £3,000. 

It  was  decided  to  await  the  outcome  of  legislation  outlined  in 
the  White  Paper  on  Land  Drainage  before  entering  into  an  Agree¬ 
ment  with  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  surface  water  drainage 
for  the  Rural  District. 

The  Council  raised  no  objection  to  the  proposal  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  to  make  an  Order  under  the 
Land  Drainage  Act.  1930  for  the  constitution  of  a  Lower  Avon 
Internal  Drainage  District,  the  main  object  being  to  improve  the 
agricultural  land  through  the  lower  Avon  Valley. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  : 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  : 

The  Council  undertakes  a  combined  collection  of  household 
and  unburnable  refuse  weekly  in  the  lighting  areas  of  Ringwood  and 
Fordingbridge.  A  collection  of  unburnable  refuse  only,  mcluding 
ashes,  is  carried  out  monthly  in  the  remainder  of  the  district. 
Receptacles  have  to  be  placed  outside  the  premises  as  near  as  prac¬ 
ticable  to  the  roadway  along  which  the  collection  vehicle  oroceeds. 

Dustbins  are  collected  from  houses  where  the  occupants 
produce  a  certificate  of  incapacity. 

The  refuse  collection  vehicles  covered  a  total  mileage  of 
26,572  during  the  year  compared  with  23,383  for  1959  and  22,379 
for  1958.

The  Council  considered  schemes  for  improving  the  refuse 
collection  service  in  the  non-lighting  areas  of  the  district,  covering 
some  6.300  properties,  by  the  introduction  of  weekly  or  fortnightly 
collections  but  resolved  to  continue  the  existing  arrangements  and 
to  review  the  matter  in  1961. 

The  purchase  of  a  new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft 
Power  Press  Freighter  and  a  new  Karrier  Bantam  Refuse  Collection 
vehicle  to  replace  existing  ones  was  agreed  as  also  was  the  purchase 
of  a  new  Commer  van,  a  new  Ford  van  and  a  Fordson  Major  Tractor. 

Somerley  Dump  was  found  to  be  on  fire  during  the  evening  of 
May  26th;  the  Fire  Brigade  was  unable  to  cope  with  this  and  it 
proved  necessary  to  hire  plant  to  excavate  a  deep  trench  behind  the 
fire  down  to  the  bottom  of  the  dump;  this  was  filled  with  some 
hundreds  of  tons  of  sand  and  the  fire  successfully  isolated.

Litter  receptacles  are  provided  in  the  shopping  centres  of 
Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  and  at  some  lay-byes  and  bus  draw-ins. 

An  Anti-litter  drive  was  held  in  the  Rural  District  during 
August  Bank  Holiday  week-end  as  part  of  the  anti-litter  campaign. 
In  addition  a  number  of  perspex  engraved  notices  mounted  in  oak 
surrounds  bearing  white  lettering  on  green  background  “  Ringwood 
and  Fordingbridge  Rural  District— Please  keep  the  Countryside 
Tidy  ”  were  erected  on  the  main  traffic  routes  entering  the  district 

STAFF— MANUAL  WORKERS  : 

The  National  Joint  Council  for  Local  Authorities  Services 
(Manual  Workers)  announced  increases  in  wage  rates,  the  re-zoning 
of  authorities  such  as  this  to  Zone  A,  additional  annual  leave  to 
employees  with  ten  years  continuous  local  authority  service  and, 
with  effect  from  the  week  commencing  2nd  January,  1961,  a 
reduction  in  the  working  week  from  forty-four  to  forty-two  hours 
without  loss  of  pay. 

The  usual  labour  difficulties  occurred  and  at  one  time  it  was 
impossible  to  fill  vacancies;  in  June,  for  instance,  vacancies  existed 
for  a  grass  cutting  machine  operator,  a  dustman  and  a  street  sweeper 
and  an  advertisement  in  the  local  press  failed  to  produce  a  single 
applicant. 

COUNCIL  DEPOT 

Works  of  improvement  were  continued  including  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  a  garage  block  with  workshop  and  the  construction  of  a 
further  garage  block  was  commenced. 

The  bungalow  known  as  55,  Bickerley  was  demolished  and  a 
three  bedroom  house  for  the  Foreman  constructed  on  the  site. 

SALVAGE : 

The  salvage  scheme  was  successfully  maintained  throughout 
the  year  and  sales  produced  £1,290  18s.  Od. 

The  total  sum  paid  to  the  workmen  for  the  year  under  the 
incentive  bonus  scheme  amounted  to  £93  3s.  6d.

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CAR  PARKS : 

Parking  accommodation  at  both  Fordingbridge  and  Ringwood 
has  become  inadequate  and  the  Council  agreed  to  acquire  land 
adjoining  (.7  of  an  acre  and  1  acre  respectively)  for  the  purpose 
of  extensions. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES  : 

After  much  difficulty  satisfactory  tenders  were  accepted  for 
new  public  conveniences  at  the  Car  Parks  at  Fordingbridge  and 
Ringwood  and  both  schemes  were  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Police  prosecuted  a  youth  for  damaging  the  glazed  tiles 
and  public  weighing  machine  at  the  Ringwood  Conveniences;  the 
Court  awarded  £2  3s.  Id.  and  £4  16s.  lid.  damages  respectively  plus 
£1  4s.  6d.  costs  and  expenses,  all  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  5s.  per 
week. 


CATTLE  POUND : 


A  total  of  220  animals  was  impounded  by  the  Police  during 
the  year.

The  total  fees  collected  in  respect  of  the  220  animals  amounted 
to  £142.  The  impounding  fees  are  £2  per  owner  for  each  impound¬ 
ing  irrespective  of  the  number  impounded. 


The  Council  again  gave  consideration  to  the  problem  of 
animals  straying  on  the  highway  and  agreed  to  make  representa¬ 
tions  to  the  Rural  District  Councils’  Association  for  immediate  action 
to  be  taken  to  secure  legislation  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  animals 
straying  on  the  highway,  including  provision  for  realistic  penalties 
to  be  imposed.

New  Byelaws  : 

The  Council  agreed  to  adopt  new  Model  Byelaws  of  the  Min¬ 
istry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  with  respect  to  Thermal 
Insulation  of  domestic  premises  and  flue  pipes.  These  Byelaws  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1961,  and  present  a  standard  of 
thermal  insulation  for  roofs,  walls  and  floors  of  new  domestic  build¬ 
ings.  Industrial  buildings  are  dealt  with  under  the  Thermal  Insula¬ 
tion  (Industrial  Building)  Regulations,  1958. 
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SOIL  AND  SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE  IN  CONNECTION 
WITH  NEW  DEVELOPMENT  : 

In  1959  the  Council  agreed  a  new  policy  in  respect  of  resi¬ 
dential  development  of  land  with  low  porosity  subsoils  which 
required  : — 

1.  that  future  proposals  for  Estate  Development  on  land 
where  sewers  are  not  available.,  and  where  the  subsoil 
is  other  than  gravel,  should  provide  for  sealed  cesspools 
or,  alternatively,  that  Estate  Developers  be  encouraged  to 
provide  sewage  treatment  plants  rather  than  individual 
tanks  and  to  make  a  contribution  to  the  Council  to  cover 
the  cost  of  maintenance  for  a  period  of  ten  years;  and 

2.  that  in  all  such  cases  satisfactory  surface  water  drainage 
be  insisted  upon  with  an  ultimate  outfall  to  a  river  or 
stream. 

Since  the  operation  of  this  scheme  it  has  been  possible  to 
obtain  a  higher  standard;  in  several  cases  the  Committee  rejected 
estate  development  plans  where  proposals  were  unsatisfactory  and 
in  every  instance  amended  plans  were  submitted  subsequently  com¬ 
plying  with  the  new  requirements. 

In  one  instance  a  private  estate  of  twenty-five  bungalows  has 
been  provided  with  its  own  sewage  disposal  plant;  the  developer  re¬ 
quested  the  Council  to  take  over  the  works  and  maintain  them  free 
of  charge  but  refused  to  may  any  contribution  towards  the  cost  of 
this.  The  Council  resolved  not  to  take  over  these  works  and  the 
matter  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry. 

NEW  STREET  BYELAWS  : 

Sixteen  plans  were  received  and  sixty-one  inspections  made  in 
connection  with  works  of  laying  out  new  streets. 

NEW  STREETS : 

The  County  Planning  Committee  brought  into  operation  on 
the  1st  April,  1960  the  revised  schedule  of  New  Street  Widths; 
these  were  considered  and  approved  by  this  Council  in  1958. 

The  Planning  Committee  also  replaced  Standard  Estate  Con¬ 
ditions  Nos.  1  and  2  by  conditions  which  demand  that  the  developer, 
before  commencing  work,  must  submit  to  the  County  Council  a  spec¬ 
ification  for  the  road  construction  and  this  must  be  such  as  to  enable 
the  Highway  Authority  in  due  course  to  take  over  the  roads  as  high¬ 
ways  maintainable  at  the  public  expense. 

This  will  effect  an  improvement  insofar  as  new  roads  are 
concerned  on  estates  where  developers  received  Planning  Consent 
embodying  the  new  conditions  but  will  not  improve  the  position  re¬ 
garding  the  deplorable  state  of  new  estate  roads  where  approval  was 
given  prior  to  early  1960  and  falls  short  of  the  standards  attainable 
under  the  Advance  Payments  Code  of  the  Highways  Act,  1959.  The 
Council  will  recall  that  the  County  Council  will  not  agree  to  secure 
the  application  of  this  Code  to  Rural  Districts. 
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PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS  : 

The  County  Council  have  submitted  schedules  of  unmade 
private  streets  in  the  district  which  are  to  be  dealt  with  in  a  ten 
year  programme. 

The  Close,  School  Lane  (part)  and  Carvers  Lane  (part)  in 
Ringwood  have  been  completed.  Whitehayes  Road,  Burton  and 
Green  Lane,  Manor  Road  and  Cloughs  Road.  Ringwood  are  likely  to 
be  made  up  during  1961/2. 

HIGHWAYS  ACT.  1959  : 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1960.  It 
completely  repeals  twenty-eight  previous  enactments  and  partially 
repeals  forty-nine. 

TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING  : 

Development  applications  are  dealt  with  by  my  department 
together  with  the  work  of  maintaining  the  Planning  Register  and 
Planning  Index  Maps.  Enquirers  are  advised  on  planning  matters 
generally  and  inspections  made  on  behalf  of  the  Planning  Authority 
to  whom  reports  are  furnished  on  known  contraventions. 

During  the  year  747  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

BUILDINGS  OF  SPECIAL  ARCHITECTURAL 
OR  HISTORIC  INTEREST  : 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  issued  a 
provisional  list  of  buildings  in  the  rural  district  with  a  request  that 
Demolition  Orders  be  not  made  in  respect  of  any  of  the  properties 
comprised  in  Grades  I  and  II  pending  determination  whether  or  not 
they  be  included  in  the  list  being  compiled  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  30  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947.  No  buildings 
are  scheduled  in  the  Parishes  of  Burley,  St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives 
and  Woodgreen. 

DANGEROUS  BUILDINGS: 

Action  under  Section  58  of  the  Public  Health  Act  was  necessary 
in  three  instances.  A  Court  Order  was  obtained  in  respect  of  the 
dangerous  condition  of  a  dwelling  in  Ringwood  and  a  dangerous 
wall  to  an  outhouse  of  another  dwelling  in  Ringwood  was  demolished 
by  the  owner  after  service  of  a  Summons.  An  informal  notice  res¬ 
ulted  in  the  repair  of  a  dangerous  house  chimney  at  Fordingbridge. 

Informal  action  was  taken  under  Section  145  of  the  Highways 
Act,  1959  where  the  front  wall  of  business  premises  was  in  such  a 
condition  as  to  be  dangerous  to  persons  in  the  street. 

HOUSING  SITES  : 

Surveys  were  made  of  numerous  sites  in  various  parts  of  the 
district  for  the  erection  of  Council  dwellings.  The  Housing  Com¬ 
mittee  decided  not  to  proceed  with  sites  at  Breamore,  Bransgore  and 
Winkton  but  to  continue  with  the  purchase  of  sites  at  Burley,  Burton, 
Fordingbridge  (two).,  Ringwood  (three),  Thorney  Hill  and  Whits- 
bury. 

With  respect  to  the  Thorney  Hill  Site,  the  Council’s  Appeal 
against  the  Planning  Authority’s  refusal  was  allowed  by  the  Min¬ 
istry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  position  regarding  this  Council’s 
occupied  family  units  in  converted  huts  was  as  follows 

Harrow  Hill  (Christchurch  East  Parish)  6 

The  terminal  date  for  the  release  of  land  from  requisition  was 
the  31st  December.,  1960  and  the  Committee  agreed  that,  as  a  tem¬ 
porary  expedient  all  casual  vacancies  in  the  Rural  District  be  reserv¬ 
ed  for  hut  occupiers.  The  owner  of  Harrow  Hill  Site.  Holmsley,  agreed 
to  allow  the  Council  to  remain  in  possession  until  the  31st  December, 
1961. 

During  the  year  twenty-eight  units  were  taken  out  of  service 
and  twenty-nine  units  demolished.  All  sites  with  the  exception  of 
Harrow  Hill  have  been  cleared  and  released  from  requisition. 

5,000  beech  plants  were  purchased  and  issued  to  tenants  for 
front  boundary  hedges  and  the  planting  of  suitable  ornamental 
standard  trees  inside  front  garden  fences  was  continued  on  those 
estates  lacking  in  natural  amenities. 

The  scheme  for  erecting  ninety-eight  Woolaway  garages  on  var¬ 
ious  estates  was  completed  as  also  was  the  work  of  improvements  to 
the  remaining  sixty-eight  pre-war  houses  not  already  modernised. 

The  Committee  resolved  : 

(1)  that  the  expense  of  maintaining  or  renewing  electric 
wash  boilers  and  gas  or  electric  cookers  will  no  longer  be 
borne  by  the  Council 

(2)  that  immersion  heaters  be  provided  upon  request  and 
that  a  permanent  rent  increase  of  sixpence  per  week  be 
made  to  cover  the  cost  of  installation  and  maintenance. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  seventy-four  had  been  provided 
under  this  scheme. 
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INTERMEDIATE  ACCOMMODATION  : 

The  Housing  Committee  considered  reports  upon  empty 
houses  in  the  district  which  could  be  converted  to  provide  suitable 
intermediate  accommodation  as  visualised  in  the  Ministry  cf  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Local  Government  Circular  17/59  together  with  the  acquis¬ 
ition  of  old  cottages  to  provide  temporary  accommodation  for  prob¬ 
lem  families.  The  acquisition  of  a  war-time  Agricultural  Hostel  for 
conversion  into  intermediate  accommodation  was  given  serious 
consideration  but  an  outline  Planning  application  made  in  respect 
thereof  was  refused. 

No  further  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  any  of  the  properties 
considered. 

HOUSING  (FINANCIAL  PROVISIONS)  ACT 
SMALL  DWELLINGS  (ACQUISITION)  ACTS 

One  hundred  and  ninety-one  visits  and  inspections  were  made 
in  connection  with  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  dwellings 
constructed  or  purchased  with  assistance  under  these  Acts  since  1941.
